Sauna’s Sexy Image Steams Up F inns

Y=sn51 (Reuters).—Finland, the home of the sauna bath, 
is worried about the erotic image growing abroad around 
what has been for centuries bere a healthy family ritual. 

The concern Is felt particularly among sauna manufacturers, 
who are trying to meet a growing demand for their product in 
Eastern and Western Europe, North America and Arab states. 
Sauns exports earn Finland foreign exchange worth many mil- 
lions of dollars each year. 

But Finns would prefer their saumas to be regarded in other 
countries with the same respect they are given in their place of 
origin, Torsten Hyvaerinen, director of a leading sauna firm 
here, said. 

“In some places in Europe, Finnish sautas are used as 6. 
eamonflage for sexual or erotic purposes,” he said. 

“Tt would never occur to the Finn to use the sauna for this. 
In Finland, men and women do not bathe in the sauna together 
unless. they are members of the same family, and in many 
families older boys and girls bathe separately.” 

Mr. Hyvaerinen explained his disquiet over the misuse of 
saunas while resting—after a sauna, of course—in 8 Finnish 
Sauna Society clubhouse set amid birch trees on a shoreline near 


As in Church 


Mr, Hyvaerinen recalled an old Fimnish saying: “In the 
fauna one must behave as one would in church—no noise, shout- 
ing or swearing is permitted.” 

Here in Finland the sauna is not a status symbol, as in many 
other countries. There are nearly 1 million saunas in a country 
of fewer than 5 million people. 

The sauna is part of the traditional Finnish wey of life, a 
meeting place for friends, a place to talk over problems, smooth 
out quarrels, fix business or political deals or just simply relax 
after the day's work. 

Eighty per cent of Finns go to saumas regularly and mem- 
bers of the government hold a working session in a sauna once 
a week. It is not a slimming cure. Weight reduction through 
loss of fluid during a saune will soon be restored by drinking. 

A sauna leaves the bather thirsty and hungry. Finns rec- 
ommend eating something salty afterward like salted herrings 
with hot boiled potatoes. Anchovies, sardines, smoked fish or 
salted mushrooms are equally good.
